Historically the region had been in dispute for centuries. It was an- 
nexed by France in 1685 and occupied during the revolution and 
included as part of the French Empire during the Napoleonic Wars. 


Saarland was a protectorate separated from Germany after WWI 
to keep the industrial centers of Germany from reconstituting the 
army. The region was under the control of the League of Nations 
by the Treaty of Versailles in 1920. This treaty established an inde- 
pendent occupation government for 15 years. The region was oc- 
cupied by French and British forces. It was formerly portions of 
Prussia and Bavaria. This became a thorn in side of Germany and used as a motivation by Hitler for unify- 
ing the German state. The region is rich with natural resources and was the center of the industrial revolu- 
tion in Germany. Keeping this out of the hands of Germany helped to hold back their economic growth 
and future threat. 


At the end of the occupation in 1935 the region the population almost unanimously voted to return to Ger- 
many as opposed to remaining under the control of Britain and France. It quickly became part of the Ger- 
man Reich under Hitler. It was a major industrial center for the German war machine. 


After WWII a greater region was held by allied forces, then administered by the French occupation forces. 
They untangled the area returning most of it to Germany and keeping part under a French protectorate. 
Their intention was to eventually annex the region as compensation for the three times Germany invaded 
France. Initially there was an effort to dismantle the industrial base in the region but it was quickly aban- 
doned. It wasn’t until 1960 that the region was completely reunified with West Germany. It is still a mix of 
German and French.
